An investigation into the 
plane crash that killed a 19-year- 
old man is continuing in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Lorn Yanik, air operations 
investigator with the Transpor¬ 
tation Safety Board, said offi¬ 
cials are continuing to gather 
evidence from the crash site and 
from an autopsy on the pilot 

“An investigation usually 
takes about 1 year before the 
results arc released. "Yanik said 
“We like to do a really thorough 
investigation and try not to jump 
into any quick conclusions ” 

Glenn Perez Militsala was 
killed on impact when his Cessna 
152 crashed in a fanner's field 
near the Bergen Road, north east 
of Didsbury, on Halloween Sun¬ 
day. Militsala, who was a com¬ 
mercial pilot student at an Ed¬ 
monton flying school, had spent 
the weekend visiting his parents 
in Calgary and was returning to 
Edmonton when the crash oc¬ 
curred 

“We really cant release much 
information at this time," Yanik 
said. “But according to eye wit¬ 
nesses, the plane had been in a 
steep decline just before the 
crash ” 

Yanik said investigators have 
also reported that the Cessna’s 
engine appeared to have been 
functioning at the time of the 
crash.

Tenders have been issued for 
the upgrade of the Anthony Hcnday 
Water Treatment Plant. 

Didsbury Town Councillor Ed 
Vcrmunt said owners of the treat¬ 
ment plant are looking for esti¬ 


mates for the upgrading of the con¬ 
trol system and the pumping sys¬ 
tem at the plant which supplies 
waterto Crossficld. Carstairs, Dids¬ 
bury, Olds and Bowden. 

The upgrades are estimated to 
cost close to $1 million, but 
Vcrmunt said the majority of the 
price tag is to be picked up by the 


provincial government 

“The necessary upgrades were 
part ofthc purchase agreement with 
the province,” he said. “They were 
to upgrade the systems to new 
(specifications) when the towns 
took it over.” 

The towns supplied with water 
by the treatment plant took over the

Town council has reacheda new 
deal for the digging of pits at the 
town landfill site 

Columbia Rail Contractors has 
now been hired by the town to dig 
pits at the town's dump, located 
north of the town limits. 

The new deal replaces a town 


deal with the county. Previously, 
the county had been given free 
dumping privileges in exchange 
fora pit digging service Thccountv 
had charged the town fifty percent 
of their cost, but the new deal with 
Columbia will cost less 

“We had a talk with (County 
Commissioner) Herman Epp and 
they said they felt they were only 
charging us 50 percent of their 


cost,” said Mayor Ray Lea. “They 
also said they wouldn't be offended 
if we went with somebody else.” 

The new agreement with Co¬ 
lumbia Rail will cost thetown $3900 
for three pits. Columbia will also 
refill the pits once they are filled 

But the new deal with Columbia 
won t preclude the town from reach¬ 
ing a new dumping agreement with 
the county'. Councillors expressed

This is a message to Mr 
Bouchard, MP, leader of the 
Bloc Quebecois.

What is the purpose of the town’s new smoking bylaw 
and why has it become somewhat ambiguous? 

Recent amendments to the anti-smoking bylaw passed by 
the town council some months ago is leaving the purpose of 
the bylaw in question and rendering any point to the exercise 
moot. 

Why bother to institute a bylaw which allows smoking 
employees a room to do it in just to ensure they continue 
to do their job? 

The case in point is the rink area where visitors will soon 
be unable to light up Rather than making this policy 
cohesive, council, on the advise of administration, has 
allowed one room for employees to smoke This by its self 
may seem somewhat reasonable except for the basis behind 
the decision Apparently it is to ensure staff who smoke 
aren’t missing, out for a cigarette, when they are needed in 
the rink 

The logic behind this decision calls into question the 
reasoning behind the new bylaw as a whole Is it to 
discourage smoking in employees and visitors for health 
reasons, for janitorial reasons or for fire insurance savings? 
If any of these reasons are behind the decision then allowing 
some staff to smoke adjacent to areas where smoking is 
prohibited makes little sense 

And what about the issue of fairness to other town 
employees 9 Do all staff have equal access to a room where 
they can smoke 9 And should staff have the right to smoke 
while on the job? Some people may find this habit as 
distasteful as a staff member eating their lunch while trying 
to conduct business Rather than being inconsistent in 
policy, wouldn’t it be better to allow staff breaks for coffee 
and a cigarette? 

With the number of exemptions allowed under this 
bylaw, it would seem that the only reason the bylaw was 
introduced was solely for the purpose of having a non¬ 
smoking bylaw and not for any health or economic reason. 
At least with a restrictive laws like seatbelt legislation there 
is the logic of savings to the health care system behind its 
implementation Our society does not need other legislation 
that exists simply for show

Dear Editor: 

As Remembrance Day again 
approaches, and as we long to see 
the end of hostilities in the former 
Yugoslavia, Somalia, and other 
trouble spots in the world, you may 
be lookingaround for suitable items 
to publish. Kindly consider the 
poem below In my opinion, it's so 
well put that I would, in fact, like to 
see it published on an annual basis 

The poem was written by 
Nicholas Peters just after the out¬ 
break of World War II in 1939. 
Peters, who lived for some vears at 


Grande Pointe, Manitoba, had 
emigrated from Russia in 1925 as a 
boy of 10 and had seen firsthand 
the horrors of revolution and war in 
his native country. He joined the 
Royal Canadian Air Force in 1942 
and trained as a flying officer. He 
died on the night of March 7,1945 
after his aircraft was hit by enemy 
fire. On Nov. 10, word was re¬ 
ceived that Peters, together with 
two of his crew members, lay bur¬ 
ied at Eltsdorf, near Hamburg. 
Germany. The poem is from a col¬ 
lection of Peters' work entitled 


Concerns on privatization 


Dear Editor: 

More and more, it appears the 
Alberta Government has already 
decided to privatize Access Net¬ 
work, the province's educational 
radio and television broadcaster. 

Although we at Access have 
been told nothing officially - only 
that we are being reviewed and no 
decision will be made until March 
1994 - recent statements by our 
minister, Steve West, indicate oth¬ 
erwise. 

West told Standard Broadcast 
News last month that it might be 
cheaper to simply buy educational 
programming time on existing pri- 
vatebroadcast channels, ratherthan 
continue funding Access. 


I enclose some facts prepared 
by Access in our own defence. We 
believe the information speaks 
volumes about our successes, our 
cost-efficiency and cost-cfTective- 
ness. 

But if this ledger of our life and 
deeds falls on deaf cars, w ill any¬ 
one out there really care when the 
plug's finally pulled? So. in the 
time remaining, we hope some of 
our allies will step forward to speak 
for us. 

The facts are. weannually broad¬ 
cast more than 6.000 hours of edu¬ 
cational television and more than 
6.750 hours of radio - each heavy 
on Canadian and Alberta content - 
all at a per capita cost of just 54

Private schools do not have 
access to transportation grantsorto 
capital grants Private schools do 
receive a small amount for "special 
needs" students Overall, private 
schools receive only 35 percent of 
funding from government sources 
compared to the amount received 
by public schools. 

The increased funding the ad 
speaks of is small and is a one-time 
per student grant for this year only. 
This is an attempt to offset a fund¬ 
ing inequity that private schools 
have experienced Private schools 
have worked for years with less, in 
fact with a lot less Their efficiency 


in providing a good education with 
a little is commendable and exem¬ 
plary.

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The death-defying log-rollers of the lumber industry 


Often logs at the front of the 
float would jam and the whole 
river channel would suddenly clog 
with tangled, twisting timber, white 
water roaring through the gaps 
Dynamite was one solution. Raw 
manpower was another, less dam¬ 
aging to the product but terribly 
dangerous. One second's hesita¬ 
tion, one misstep on the churning 
logs, meant death No driver was 
really safe until quitting time. 

There were other hazards. Dur¬ 
ing the first drive of Calgary's Eau 
Claire lumber company, a boat 
failed to pull out above the Kanan- 
askis Falls and was swept over the 
series of cataracts. It survived two 
of the cataracts, but splintered after 
the third and overturned in the boil¬ 
ing torrent. Three men made it to 
shore; six didn't. 

In June, 1907 disaster struck on 
the North Saskatchewan River. 
Snow had been exceptionally deep 
in the mountains. When the moun¬ 
tain ice broke in mid-June the river 
rose nine feet within hours. The 
torrent smashed drive boats and 
dumped men among the now un¬ 
controllable logs as they careered 
downriver Still out of control, they 
sw ept into Edmonton and smashed 
through the booms intended to trap 
them at the mills. Twelve men 
were killed Most of the winter cut 


Alberta's turn-of-the-century 
real estate boom created a bonanza 
in the building trades, an insatiable 
demand for construction materi¬ 
als, and two promising new indus¬ 
tries: brick making and cement pro¬ 
duction. The biggest demand, how¬ 
ever, was for lumber Building, 
railways, telegraph poles, board 
sidewalks all relied on Alberta- 
grown poplar, spruce, and 
tamarack, and imported B.C. fir, 
pine, and cedar 

As the railways forged ahead 
they created scores of new towns, 
many of which could boast a saw¬ 
mill The most dramatic aspect of 
lumbering was the spring drives 
that brought the logs down flood¬ 
ing rivers to the mills For their 
hazardous occupation, wrote his¬ 
torian and ex-log driver Roy 
Devore, the drivers wore heavy 
mackinaw shirts and trousers, wool¬ 
len underwear, several pairsof wool 
socks, and heavy boots with sharp¬ 
ened caulks screwed into the soles. 
The caulks bit into the wood as the 
rivermen leaped from log to log, 
using peavies or pike-poles to keep 
the float moving.

was gone. Eventually 500,000 
board feet were recovered at 
Battleford and sold there. 

The day before he joined his 
first drive on the upper Red Deer 
River, Devore recalls, a young Scot 
had been caught in the logs and 
drowned, and rare was the day 
when a driver didn't fall in and get 
soaked But the wet, sweat, and 
danger of the day's work gave way 
tolighthearted high-jinks. Logroll¬ 
ing (or burling) was a practised 
sport in which two men on the same 
log would each try to spin the other 
off. 

Devore describes one champi¬ 
onship contest between a Michi¬ 
gan riverman and a northern On¬ 
tario halfbreed; the men kept the 
log rolling for three-quarters of an 
hour until the halfbreed finally 
caught his opponent off-balance. 
Devore could recall it many years 
later "The gestures and banter of 
partisan supporters, the open- 
mouthed delegation offarmers who 
lined the riverbank. the water fly¬ 
ing upward from that spinning log. 
and the two dancing, evenly 
matched figures atop it." 

Other jobs in the lumber indus¬ 
try could nearly match log driving 
for excitement; a stray spark could 
wipe out a sawmill, and logging

We didn't always have 
refrigerators, TVs and 
microwaves. All of these 
were invented by imagina¬ 
tive people. Find out below 
how many everyday items 
and activities came about. 

• Tires: Invented by John 
Boyd Dunlop in 1888. He 
was a horse vet and discov¬ 
ered the tire by accident 
when he tried to attach air- 
inflated rubber tires to the 
wheels of his son's bicycle. 

•Duplicating machine: 
James Watt wanted to 
increase his business corre¬ 
spondence. In 1773 he 
invented a machine that 
reproduced several copies of 
one document. 

• Ball-point pen: Invented 
in 1938 by H. Biro. This 
Hungarian journalist was 
impressed that ink dried so 
quickly and decided to try a 
prototype. He patented this 
now-essential item in 1943. 

• Volleyball: William G. 


Morgan, an American 
YMCA athletic instructor, 
first called the game 
“Mimonette” when he 
invented it in 1895. 

•Thermometer: In 1612 
the famous astronomer and 
physicist, Galileo, invented 
this necessary item. The med¬ 
ical thermometer, however, 
was invented in 1626 by an 
Italian physician, Santorius. 

•Chiropractic: In 1897, 
an American hypnotist, 
Daniel David Palmer, found¬ 
ed the first school after hav¬ 
ing cured patients by putting 
pressure on their backs. 

•Antibiotics: The moldy 
curd of soy beans appears to 
have been the first crude 
antibiotic; it was used by the 
Chinese about 500 B.C. for 
treating carbuncles, boils and 
related infections. The first 
modem antibiotic, penicillin, 
was discovered in 1928 by 
the Scottish bacteriologist Sir 
Alexander Renting. 


Very odd inventions 


What’ll they think of 
next? Below is a list of 
some unusual — but cre¬ 
ative — inventions. 

•High heels without 
soles: In 1982, Hollywood 
artist and inventor, Philip 
Gardner introduced this 
practical — yet fashionable 
— item. He claimed that the 
heels enabled style-con¬ 
scious women to transform 
any flat-heeled shoe into a 
formal high-heeled one. 

•Burglar trap: Emile 
Munz, a Swiss inventor, 
came up with a gadget that 
“hand cuffs” the wrists of 
would-be burglars. The user 
could either place them on 


either a doorknob or a safe. 

•Shoes for walking on 
ceilings: John F. Heard, an 
American engineer, created 
"zero gravity shoes." Martin 
Aerospace Company per¬ 
fected them in 1962. 

• Anti-theft peppermill: A 
Swiss company called ECD 
Electronics designed this 
device to decrease thefts in 
restaurants. 

Equipped with an alarm 
system, the peppermill is 
sensitive to change of light 
or temperature. So if it is 
put in a purse, for example, 
its sounder will go off and 
cause a very embarrassing 
scene for the thief.
